keep nurses 
in school 
longer time

TWIN FALLS - Students won’t be able 
to get a practical-nursing degree in I I 
months, causing them to need more money 
for schooling. It won’t be as easy for peo- 
ple to work while getting more nursing ed- 
ucation. 

And Idaho health-care institutions, espe- 
cially nursing homes, will have un even 
shorter supply of registered nurses. 

These arc some of the things that could 
happen if the State Board of Education 
agrees Idaho should change its nursing-cd- 
ucation requirements, said Cluudecn Buct- 
tner, chair of Nursing and Human Services 
at the College of Souihum Idaho in Twin ' 
Falls. . , 

If nursing education is changed - North 
Dakota is the only other state with the edu- 
cation requirements - CSI along with 
Ricks and North Idoho colleges could not 
offer RN programs, Buctinur said. 

“We arc very concerned about this," 
Buctincr said Tuc.sduy. “Right now we are 
in the, process of contacting every graduate - 
to voice 'their concern and support tu the 
State Board of Education, us well as our 
legislators.” 

The Idaho Commission on Nursing and 
Nursing Education is recommending to an 
education board’s task force that all regis- 
tered nurses get a four-year bachelor’s de- 
gree ond all licensed-practical nurses get a 
two-year associate’s degree, jlie task force 
-will consider that recommendation and — 
others Sept. 8, Buetiner said. 

Right now, RNs cun get a two-year as- 
sociate’s degree and then a four-year bach- 
elor’s degree if they want, while LPNs get 
a tcclmicul degree in 1 1 months. 

That "laddering" of education allows 
people to work in a lower level while go- 
ing to school for the next level, and institu- 
tions can hire nursing help at different pay 
and training levels, said Duettner, one of 
eight nursing-commission members who 
voted against the recommendation after 
two days of discussion. 

The commission also recommended that 
the State Board of Nursing and the State 
Board of Education assist the commission 
in conducting a statewide study to assess 
the competencies of each nursing level and

Gem court retains farm worker exemption

BOISE — The Idaho Supreme Court has 
declined on invitation to void at least pan 
of the law exempting agriculture from the 
requirement that fanners provide workers’ 
com pensa tion coverage to ftum work ers. . 

Th a unanimous dccisidh rcicascdT 
Wednesday, the court agreed with the In- 
dustrial Commission that Elisio Berccrril 
was not entitled to workers’ compensation 
benefits. 

Since the 1920s. Idaho laws have ex- 


empted agriculture- from the requirement 
almost all other employers face to carry 
workers’ compensation insurance. ' 

Berccrril injured his bock wlule working 
as a mcchonic for Coll Farms, a 3,500-ocrc 
family farming operation in Bonneville 
Coun ty near Osgo^. : 

7' He'orgued Wat the agricultim: exempriori ' 
applies only io”roisiog or harvesting oc- 
tivitics” and specifically only to vehicle 
activity involving “Iboding or transport- 
ing.” 

- At the time of his injury. Bcfccrril said 


he was working as a mechanic, which is 
covered by workers' compensation. But a 
hearing examiner concluded that Berccrril, 
who WO.S not specifically trained as a me- 
chanic, was making o simple repair when 
he was injured, of a type often made by 
farm laborers in the field. 

' Tn 0 decision wrillcn by the Supreme 
Court’s newest justice, Gerald Schroeder, 
the court said the mechanical activities 
were an integral part of a larger agricultur- 
al operation. 

Although there is no specific law cover- 


ing truck repairs, "the maintenance and re- 
pair of vehicles on the Call Forms was a 
necessary step in the agricultural produc- 
tion process,” the court ruled. 

Berccrril also asked for a ruling that the 
refusal to provide workers compensation 
re farm workers, when it is required for 
virtually every other occupation, violates 
the equal protection clause of the state and 
federal ccinstitutions. 

Bm the Supreme Court said a 1989 rul- 
ing rejected that argument and that prece- 
dent still holds.

Southwest, Rockies, Plains all receive heavy rainfall 


Heavy niin fell Wednesday in the Southwest and Rockies 
into the Plains, with two tropical storms spinning into hurri- 
canes far out in the Atlantic.

Leonard Makowkn, director of the liver tran.splnnt 
program at Cedars-Sinai Medical Center. “I expect 
■ -Aai he’ll return and have a fully normal lifestyle.” 

The first 48 hours after the surgery, which began 
Tuesday afternoon and ended around 2:30 p.m. 
Wednesday, are crucial to determining if his body 
rejects the donor organ, Makowka said. 

Hagman, 63, the loathsome J.R. Ewing from the 
TV . soap “Pallas’’.and the jong-sufTcring astronaut 
on “1 Dream of Jea'ninie.’’ was diagnosed three years 
ago with cirrhosis of the liver, which he blamed on 
ycars^f heavy drinking.

chemicals have kept the weeds to a 

minimum. 

Few statistics are kept on migrant 
labor. In 1991. the Idaho Migrant 
Council estimated that 44,256 mi- 
gronts worked in Idoho, with 
1 1,832 in the eight-county area. But 
anecdotal evidence suggests that 
while migrant labor is still crucial, 
it’s being edged out in certain areas. 

!'For.ccrtain farmers, they’re say- 
ing it’s worth additional cost to 
move to pivots than it is to work 
with the additional labor require- 
ments and uncertainties we have," 
said Howard Ncibling, Extension 
water management engineer for the 
University of Idaho.

The advent of technology has 
created new jobs, but they often re- 
quire technical skills migrant farm 
workers generally lack.

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Math sets pace for higher scores Per capita income

i WASHINGTON (AP) — High 
j school graduates turned in their best 
scores in years on the 1995 
I Scholastic Asscssytem Test, includ- 
ing the highest math average in two 
decades. 

Asian Americans arc still at the 
top with whites close behind, but 
other htinorily students have made 
broad gains in recent years. Boys 
remained ahead of girls, but girls are 
moving faster up the scholastic 
steps, according to scores released 
for the just-revised entrance exam, 
the most widely used by colleges. 

Education Secretary Richard W. 
Riley attributed improvements to 
students taking tougher classes, 
especially math and science. “You 
have 'to be willing to take the difil- 
cult courses, and those kinds of 
things arc paying ofT," he said. “We 
still have a gap between students 
who have stronger opportunities and 
those who haven’t. Tlic gap needs to 
close faster. We still have an awful 
lot of work.” 

•The national average on the verbal 
test increased from 423 in 1994 to 
428 in 1995. while math scores rose 
from 479 to 482. 

;Boys scored 429 in the verbal por- 
tion eompared to 426 for girls. 
Among ethnic groups, whites were 
the top scorers, with a 448 average. 

In math, boys bested girls 503- 
463. Asian Americans were the top 
scorers, with a 538 average.

In 1994. the name of the examina- 
tion was changed to the Scholastic 
Assessment Test from Scholastic 
Aptitude Test. 

' Other major changes were made, 
too: The 1995 test was greatly modi- 
fied to emphasize reading compre- 
hension and math problem-solving 
over multiple-choice questions and 
rote memorization. Students also can 
use calculators, and they have 15 
more minutes to solve problems on 
eachitest., 

-•SAT oHlcials said the revised test 
isn't easier or tougher — just dilTcr- 
ent — so scores should be about the 
same as for the old tests. 


The overall verbal score was the 
highes^ since 1988. But the 1995 
murk is a- comedown from the late 
1960s and early 1970s when stu- 
dents consistently scored in the 450- 
460 range, and it’s a breathtaking 
drop from several decades ago when 
the average was 500. 

In math, one has to go back to 
1973, with an average score of 481,’ 
to find results on a par with 1995. 
Math scorc.s hit bottom in 1980 at 
466, and have been mostly rising 
since, especially in recent years. 

“Education seems to $c turning 
around,” said Donald M. Stewart^ 
president of The College Board, 


which administers the SAT. ‘This is 
the best prepared class in recent 
memory." 

The strides girls and minorities 
have made compared to boys and 
whiles become clear tvhen compar- 
ing the 1987 results — when SAT 
testers began collecting more 
detailed ethnic information — 'to 
.today's figures. 

. On verbal .tests boys dropped six 
points from 1987 to 1995, while 
girls gained one point. Minorities 
averaged a 9.3 point increase, while 
whites goined one point. 

On math, boys gained 3 poTnts- 
from 1987 to 1995, while women 
increased 10 points. Minorities aver- 
aged a 13.3 point increase, while 
whites gained nine points, 

“Women are doing better and tak- 
ing, tougher classes,” said Gretchen 
Rigol. executive director of admis- 
sions and guidance services for the 
'C611eg<rDoard.'*‘Tljcy*fe 'getting bel- 
ter grades, too.” 

College-bound students have 
taken the SAT since 1927. The cur- 
rent scoring system was devised in 
1941 — a range of 200 to 800 with 
the “average” student supposedly 
e:iming 500 — based on the results 
of 10,000 test takers from mostly 
well-to-do private schools for boys. 

But next year a new "re-centered” 
SAT scoring system goes into effect 
that could increase marks by up to 
100 points."

Public education receives mixed report card 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Idahoans' income increa.sed dur- 
ing 1994 to S18.406 per person, 
but that growth rate was well 
down the national list.

‘In addition to those in the 
Plains states, residents in many 
of the Great Lakes states shared 
in the brisk per capita income 
growth, due to stronger durable- 
goods manufacturing and 
increased construction, a 
Commerce Department study 
■Ifiund. 

The slowest growth was in the 
West, including California, the 
la.si .Slate to etnerge from the 
recent recession. In fact, income 
growth trailed the pace of infla- 
tion in California. Alaska. 
Hawaii and Montana. 


Incomes shot up 6.4 percent in 
the Plains states and 5.8 percent 
in the Great Lakes region, com- 
pared to a 2.5 percent, increase in 
the Far West. 

Thirteen states'had income 
growth of more than I percent- 
age point above tlie 4.3 percent 
national average. 

They included the Plain.s states 
of Iowa. North and South 
Dakota, Minnesota, Nebraska 
and Missouri, where farm 
income and construction earn- 
ings increased substantially. 

• In the Great Lakes states of

Gary Hart considers new Senate run Lightning storm kills Marine recruit, injures 5 others 


DENVER (AP) — Gai7 Hart, the 
former Democratic presidential can- 
didate and Colorado senator, said he 
is considering another run for the 
Senate. 

Hurt told (he Rocky Mountain 
News and The Denver Post that he 
is considering a bid for retiring 
Republican Hank Brown’s seat. 

The 58-ycar-old Hart, who served 
in the Senate from 1975 to 1987, 
said at first he dismissed queries 
from friends after Brown announced 


his retirement last December. 

“Then within the last month I 
began to gel a round of calls from 
Colorado, Washington and other 
points saying, ‘You’ve got to take it 
seriously,”’ he said Tuesday. 

While he is taking it more seri- 
ously, Hart, now an international 
trade lawyer based in Denver, said 
he has not made a decision about 
the 1996 election. 

Hart said a former aide told him 
running for the Senate again would 


be ‘‘incredibly stupid.” He told him 
the Senate has changed and as a 
Democrat, Hart would be in.thc 
minority. 

Aware of the recent defections 
from his party. Hart said he doesn’t 
consider himself a liberal or a mod- 
erate. 

‘‘Tlicre’s u third option, a progres- 
sive reform message which rede- 
fines the issues,” he said. “That’s 
where the Democratic Party ought 
to be.” 


California delegate beats back GOP recall 


STOCKTON, Calif. (AP) — A 
freshman Democrat in the state 
Assembly easily defeated a 
Republican attempt to recall him 
from office because he voted for fel- 
low Dcmo.cral Willie Brown for 
speaker. 

Final unofficial totals from 
Tuesday’s voting in the I7lh 
Assembly District in San Joaquin 
County found Assemblyman Mike 
Machado defeating the recall by 
nearly a 2-to-l margin — 18,706 for 


the recall to 3 1 ,780 opposed. 

The vote left Republicans with a 
40-39 edge in the Assembly with 
one vacancy in a GOP-lcaning seat 
to be filled in another special elec- 
tion next month in Orange County. 

Republicans launched the recall on 
grounds Machado betrayed his dis- 
trict by voting for Brown in 
December and January after promis- 
ing when he ran last year that he 
would be “an independent voice” in 
the Assembly. 


“I decided he ought to be held 
accountable for being a liar," said 
recall leader Larry Bowler, a 
Republican assemblyman from an 
adjoining district. 

Machado, a 47-ycar-old rancher, 
replied that he never said he would 
vote against his party’s leader for 
speaker. He said the recall was a par- 
tisan abuse of a procedure intended 
only for malfeasance in office, and 
predicted it would cost the financial- 
ly strapped county $300,000.

with making felons sweat?

The state of Alabama decided earli- 
er this year that it was tired of turning 
young felons loose only to have them 
back behind bars within a few 
months. 

So, -to-the horror of the American - 

Civil Liberties Union, it rcinstituted 
the ultimate object lesson for slow 
learners with rap sheets: 

The chain gang. 

Images of Paul Nt««vman being 
flogged in “Cool Hand Luke” and of 
Paul Muni fleeing through the 
swamps in “1 Am a Fugitive from a 
Chain Gang" flickered across the 
evening newscasts, and memories of 
the Jim Crow days of brutal prison 
racism were stirred anew. 

There’s no question that Alabama 
still has problems with race and Its 
public image, but/fiie notion that 
thugs should-have to purchase their 
. paroles with sweat equity has merit. 

That’s because the nation’s prison 
population 'is getting younger even as 
it grows bigger, and kids are commit- 
ting more violent crimes. 

Chain gangs, argues Alabama 
Prison Commissioner Ron Jones, 
make pri.son so unpleasant for first- 
time felons that, once released, they 
won’t be back. 

With their rock-breaking sledge- 
hammers and shackles, chain gangs 
create an impression about life be- 
hind the barbed wire that’s hard for 
young criminals to forget. Philosoph- 
ically, it’s. not so different from the 


much-vaunted boot camps, which 18 
states are now using to scare young 
ofienders into reform before they be- 
come hard-timers. 

Although Idaho has neither chain 
gangs nor boot camps, it joined the 
nationwide movement toward getting 
tougher on young criminals when the 
Legislature created the Department of 
Juvenile CofTcclions last winter. 

- -Tlial’s a. watershed change from-tlie— 
current system, under which the Ida- 
ho Department of Health and Welfare 
tries to rehabilitate kids who go 
astray. Starting Oct. 1, that will be the 
counties’ job, backed by a state agen- 
cy whose mandate is to hold young 
scofilaws accountable. 

“The worst thing that could hap- 
pen,” says Fifth District Magistrate 
John Varin, the jurist in charge of ju- . 
venile justice in the Magic Valley, “is 
if our bark was worse than our bite.” 

First-time felons and other young 
criminals arc often masters at manip- 
ulating the system. The Alabama 
chain gangs merely serve notice that 
those who run that system will no 
longer be manipulated. 

What’s at issue, it seems to us, is 
the very idea of rehabilitation. Ameri- 
ca’s social welfare system has done a 
woefully inadequate job of turning 
the lives of young lawbreakers 
around. 

Maybe America’s prison system 
can do better. 

Because of the powerful emotional 
baggage that they carry, don’t look 
for chain gangs here anytime soon. 
But few hearts will be broken if Ida- : 
ho, like Alabama, makes its young I 
criminals sweat. I

Putting naval power to work 
costs little, compared to war 


ABOARD USS COWPENS, 
UNDER WAY OFF SAN DIEGO 
— In the peqjctual diisk of the com- 
bat information center, which is illu- 
minated by the glow of display 
screens all around, the soil clicking 
of computer keys is suddenly punc- 
tured by a shrill whistle that signals a 
disagreeable development: on anti- 
ship missile, incoming. 

Disagreeable, but all in a day's 
iwork for the crew of this guided mis- 
sile cruiser. The Cowpens illustrates 
how the Navy fulfills multiplying 
fissions with fewer ships. 

I Today’s drill is simulated war- 
fighting involving multiple threats, 
including enemy ships, submarines, 
aircraft and missiles. Such training is 
mtjch of what the armed forces do in 
p^cctime. In his histo^ ofihe 
Navy, Capt. Edward L. Beach esti- 
inStcs that prior to Pearl Harbor the 
Nayy had had only 56 hours of com- 
bat^Most ofits time went to training, 
the'^ruiis of which were reaped aAcr 
PearJ Harbor. 

But ships such as the Cowpens, a 
marvel of naval architecture, do not 
^ust defend themselves and nearby 
ships.

Today the 1 1,000-ton Cowpens, 
named for the South Carolina site 
(then poslurcland, now a town) of a 
1781 Revolutionary War victory, 
proriccs on the ocean’s surfabe like a 
pony in a pasture. Its gas turbine 
engines and reverse pilch propellers 
enable it to go from zero to 30 knots 
in less than a nilnuie and from 30 
knots to a standstill in two ship 
lengths.

I must stress (hat wc, as a district, 
arc not trying to discriminotc 
against anyone with a disability 
from using our facilities. What we 
ore fighting is the federal mandate 
pul upon us under the Americans 
with Disabilities Act Uniform 
Building Code, which Uic state code 
is required to follow. 

Wc arc required to instnll either 
on elevator or a romp to reach the 
area 12 feet higher thon the gym 


floor. Tlic ramp seems like a good 
option until the govcmm.cnt adds all 
the code requirements to it, such os 
covering the ramp, cutouts, lighting 
and on and on; Uicn the elevator 
becomes the least expensive option. 

The T/mcs-h/ciiS story focused 
on the 530,000 elevator cost, but 
when you add oil costs of construc- 
tion (materials and labor), our tax- 
payers will pay almost 5100,000 for 
a device that still won’t get disabled 
people to the uppermost seats in the 
gym. 

Wc would be willing to install 
any of several Icss-cxpcnsivc 
devices to get disabled people to the

Also, those numbers were based on 
the assumption that oil prices would 
rise. Instead, oil prices have dropped 
nearly 50 percent since 1987. Then, oil 
prices were expected to be 538.60 per 
barrel (adjusted for inflation and in 
1995 dollars).

WASHINGTON — The nation’s highway safety chief praised an 
automaker Wednesday for giving people a way to disconnect one of the 
most cfTectivc safety devices. 

National Highway Traffic Safety Administrator Ricardo Martinez 
said the air bag cutoff switches being offered on 1 996 Ford Ranger 
pickup'tnicks will save the lives of infants. 

Air bags prevent many deaths and serious injuries, Martinez siiid at a 
briefing on the courtyard of the Transportation Department building, 
flanked by pickups. 

But “air bags and rear-facing infant seats do not mix,” Martinez said. 
"The availability of a manual cutoff switch is an important step in pre- 
venting injury to infants who arc in the front seat by necessity.” 

By far the safest place for any child is in the back scat of a vehicle, he 
said. 

Convicted spy won’t meet with CIA 

WASHINGTON — Aldrich H. Ames, the CIA officer convicted in 
1994 of spying for Moscow, has refused since lost fall to meet with 
agency debriefers seeking to learn thd full' extent of his treachery, U.S. 
officials said Wednesday. 

His last interview with CIA debriefers was in November, although the 
agency still had questions it wanted him to answer, an intelligence ofTi- 
-cial said.-Tlto official discussed the matter on condition ^ name and 
agency not be mentioned. 

Ames, 54, is being held in the maximum security facility at 
Allenwood Penitentiary in Pennsylvania. He has completed one year of 
a life sentence with no parole. His nearly nine years of selling U.S. 
national security secrets to Moscow caused the deaths of at least 10 
agents and exposed dozens of operations.

John Salvi III competent to stand trial on two counts of first-degree 
mu^cr stemming from a shooting spree inside two abortion clinics last ' 
year. 

Judge Barbara Dortch-Okara said prosecutors had presented a “pre- 
ponderance of evidence" proving Salvi was competent. 

Salvi is charged with killing two people and wounding five others in 
the Dec. 30, 1994, shootings at Planned Parenthood and Preterm Health 
Services in Brookline, a Boston suburb.

NEW YORK — A smell like rotting seaweed might not whet your 
appetite, but it’s an “Eat-here’-'-sign for some birds prowling the ocean 
off Antarctica, researchers say. 

Researchers found evidence that low-flying petrels use their sense of 
smell to find food as they skim over the water. 

■Die birds are drawn to an odor given off by tiny ocean plants called 
phytoplankton. The phytoplankton produce much more of this odor 
when they ore being eaten by animals like krill, ^e shrimplike crus- 
taceans that the petrels ore afier. 

Heart surgery urged for older patients 

BOSTON — Fixing a hole in the heart’s upper pumping chambers 
con save lives even when the birth defect is not discovered until middle 
age, a study concludes. 

The problem, called atrial septal defect, occurs in about 50 of every 
1100,000 births. When discovered In the young, doctors routinely fix it 
with open-heart surgery, and patients con look forward to normal life 
spans.

FDA pushes for clearer drug information 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Nearly half of 
Americans get no written insiructions before using 
powerful prescription drags, and the nation spends 
$20 billion a year pealing side elTects and illnesses 
from improper use of medicines, the government 
soys. 

Now the Food and Drug Administration- is 
proposing a solution: Give patients casy-to-under- 
stond information about how to take a prescribed- 
medicine and what side effects to anticipate. 

“Patient information is absolutely critical,” FDA 
Commissioner David Kessler said in on interview. 
'The days of physicians writing a prescription and 
the pharmacist filling it and the patient being in 


the dark — that's just not good care.” 

The FDA Wednesday unveiled a program to 
push phonnacists to prepare special patient-infor- 
mation leaflets for every prcscriplion they dis- 
{^nse. 

About 45 percent now receive adequate infor- 
mation, in layman’s terms, about prescription 
drugs. 'The 'goal is to raise that to at least 75 per- 
cent by 2000 and to 95 percent by 2006. . 

Typically, prescription medicine simply gives 
dasage instructions — such as take two pills once 
■ a day with food. 

Questions can abound; Docs that mean right 
before dinner or right after? What about a missed 


dose? What side effects con occur and should they 
prompt a call to the doctor? What other drugs will 
interact dangerously with this one? Should all thfc 
pills be taken, or just until the condition wanes? ; 

Ideally, the doctor would have discussed all that 
beforehand. But patients can forget oral instra^ 
tions, and studies show doctors frequently donTt 
provide all the necessary information. Z.

But now head coach Prutino, 
and-assistant Povlovic, have- 
safely settled in Twin Falls, 
home to some 200 other Bosni- 
ans, where they arc able to do 
what they love best — coach 
soccer. 

Prutino, who speaks little 
English, said he has a talented 
team. 

“The team is young, but we 
have a couple of older play- 
ers," he said. "In two years. 
I’m sure we’ll be champions." 

The team, in fact, was al- 
most a champion lost spring in 
the Boys’ Undcr-19 category. 
Twin Falls finished second in 
the state. . 

But soccer in the United 
States is much different than 
soccer in Bosnia, says Prutino. 

Kids in Bosnia start playing 
competidve socccr at age 5 or 
6, and every school has a team. 
In Sorejevo's adult city league 
where Prutina played, there 
were between 40-60 teams. In- 
door soccer is also veiy poi>u- 
lor when the Yugoslavian win- 
ters don't permit outdoor play. 

“From 10,000 to 100,000 
people come to see one gome," 
Prutina said of Bosnia's more 
popular teams.' 

Coming from this kind of 
soccer otraosphere to the Unit- 
ed States, where soccer is just 


starting to gain popularity, is 
semewhat of a shock to Pruti^ 
na. The players in Bosnia arc 
more serious thon’most Ameri- 
can players, he said. 

‘They must practice every 
-day:* -saidPnitina- of-his'-Twin • 
Falls team. “They must think 
about soccer 24 hours a day. 
They must sleep with the ball." 

Despite difficulties with the 
Ituiguage and the shock of ad- 
justing to 0 new culture, Pruti- 
na says it's an, "easier life 
here. It’s easier to get jobs." 

Even so. Prutina now finish- 
es trailers in a trailer park, a far 
cry from his job as nn elemen- 
tary school principal and 
coach. Pavlovic, the former 
pro soccer player, works for 
Plastic Slipshcels. 

But even if his job is not one 
he envisioned, Prutino is hoppy 
to be here, away from the war 
in his homeland. 

He shows a photo of one of 
the competitive teams he 
played on. taken at a stadium 
called Koshevo Field. 

. “It is a cemetery now.” 

Prutina and Pavlovic have 
brought an intense, but intelli- 
gent approach to the Twin 
Falls soccer program. 

"We (Yugoslavians) like all 
spons," said Prutina, mention- 
ing the success of Yugoslov 
ba^ctball players who made it 
to the NBA. like Vlade Divae, 
Dino Radja and the lote Drazen 
Pctrovic. "Whatever our people 
do, they want to be the best.”

High school soccer starts this month

While Tab Ramos and Tony 
Mcolu aren't quite the household 
names that Ken Griffey Jr. and 
Frank Tlioma.s arc. it i.s impo.ssibld 
to deny soccer’s rising popularity 
in the United States. 

“More kids in this country under 
16 play soccer titan any other 
sport,” said Ketchum Community 
School coach Richard Whitclaw. 

Along with the national trend, 
local intcrc.st in soccer is booming 
as'well. At least nine local schools 
arc fielding soccer teams this fall, 
including five teams that arc com- 
pletely sanctioned by their respec- 
tive high schools. 

The teams that aren't sanctioned, 
however, have to provide their 
own money for uniforms, trans- 
portation and other such fees. 

Unlike 'other sports, soccer 
teams in Idtflto are broken into 
classification by how long the 
school has had a soccer program, 
-not by llie size of tile student body.- 

Under this system, Twin Falls 
and Wood River are in the A-2 
classification, while Bliss, Twin 
Falls Christian Academy, Idaho 
School for the Deaf and Blind, 
Ketchum Community School, 
Minico. Burley and Jerome are all 
classified as A-3 teams. 

Here is a run-down of each team 
by classification. 

A-2 

Wood River

Counties brace for millions in E911 debt

■ JEROMte - A $3.6 million loan is expect^ 
cd to be sent this morning from Seattle to 
Jerome to help fund the long-delayed, four- 
county "enhanced” 91 1 project. 

The E911 project, which includes 
Gooding, Jerome, Lincoln and Twin Falls 
' counties, certainly needs the money. 

' The regional board approved several bids 
Wednesday night that, at a combined cost of 
almost SI.37 million, will equip the dispatch 
center in southeast Jerome and the surround- 
ings with improved phone, radio, 
microwave and recording systems. 


Bond counsel Michael Moore of Boise 
said the loan from Senfirst Bank of 
' Washington stale would be transferred by 
wire' In alump'sum to ihc E9U boord*s 
checking account in Jerome. The loon car- 
ries a S.23 percent interest rate, which 
Moore classified as “pretty good." 

The board also decided Wednesday to 
finally extend basic 91 1 service to the com- 
munities of Castlcford, Murtuagh and 
Richfield. Those towns’ residents must dial 
seven-digit numbers or call Irag^distancc in 
cose of on emergency. 

. All of the other towns in the four-county 
region allow residents to dial 91 [ lines for 
emergencies. The E9II system, expected to 


be on line within one year, will provide 
instant computerized information about the 
emergency caller to aid dispatching. 

“Thc'projcct already has raised more llian 
$2 million from those telephone customers 
who have paid a SI monthly fee since it was 
imposed in February 1991. 

The number of phone lines has increased 
in tlie past years os die region’s popula- 
tion has surged. Revenues have increased 
correspondingly - from about $35,000 each 
month in 1991 to o little more than $40,000 
each monili this year. 

Officials at the tlirec phone companies in 
the region - US West, Filer Mutual and • 
Pacific Telecom - won’t say who is or isn’t 


paying the monthly fee. 

At the end of 1994, US West had 42.214 
phone lines in the four couniic.s, said com- 
pany 'spokcsinan'RiekTIays in Boise.'Tlie ’ 
company is allowed to keep .0075 percent 
of the collected fees (theoretically, $316.60) 
to cover administrative handling costs. I hiy.s 
said. 

But lost month, the phone company only 
collected and gave $39,125 to the E9I 1 
board. That would mean almost 2,800 US 
West customers withheld their E91I pay- 
ments last month.

Jerome schools boost 
computer inventory 

Select teachers, grant award bring greater 
understanding of technology to classrooms

JEROME - Fourth-grade teacher Iris 
.Hawkins never expected this bonus when 
she started working in Jerome - u laptop 
computer. 

She was one of 17 tcnchcr-s to receive 
the lopiop computers last June in exchange 
for becoming technology mentors in their 
respective schools. District officials spent 
$34.61 1 for the laptops, which the teachers 
will keep as long as they work for Ihc dis- 
irict. 

Training technology mentors was one of 
the items in the district’s bid for the state’s 
competitive technology grant. An indepen- 
denf firm ronked its plan first out of 67 
competitors in the stale. They received Ihc 
maximum grant amount - $312,000. 
Added to a fixed state grant, that totals 
$396,000 for this school yeor. 

Much of a separate, threc-ycor grant 
awarded to Horizon Elementary School - 
$340,000 - has also gone for technology 
in that school. 

Three mentors from each school will 
coach their colleagues in the technological 
twists and turns the district is taking. 

"Wc didn’t pick the most compuicr-pro- 
ficient teachers," said Chris Gibson. “We 
picked folks who would be interested and 
willing to help other teachers.’’ 

“Some of these people h.ad never 
touched a computer before in their lives,’’ 
said Sandra Thompson, curriculugi direc- 
tor for the district. 

But after weeks of training with experts, 
-the teachers soy they’re faitly-computer-- 
savvy. 

Jerome is the only district in -the state to 
give its teachers laptops and thoroughly 
develop the idco and training of technolo- 
gy mentors, said Rich Mincer, technology 
supervisor for the state Department of 
Education. 

On Wednesday, an estimated 300 teach- 


ers and their assistants gathered in the 
Jerome High School to hear how to gel 
onto the Internet and use laser disks as a 
teaching aid. 

Hawkins was there, along witii high 
school business teacher Donna Spencer 
who received a laptop two months ago. 

Over the summer, the two attended .sev- 
eral weeks of computer training classes. 
They also toyed with their machines at 
home. 

This summer. Hawkins worked with n 
software program that could replace grade 
books. The software will track test scores 
and homework points, add them up and 
arrive at a grade. It will also spit out report 
cards. 

Spencer tested a software program that 
will enable her students to develop a 
brochure of Jerome County that can be 
distributed through the local Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Both had worked with older, Ic.ss versa- 
■ tile computers before. 

"In comparison to what 1 had. it’s a 
whole new journey for me." Spencer said. 

Tho mentors are expected to relieve 
stress on the school’s technical gums. 

“It gives a bridge between technology 
and the pragmatics of u.sing technology in 
the classroom," Gib.son said. “We can’t be 
everywhere at once," . 

The two soy they're preparing to be 
besieged with questions from colleagues 
who* are dealing with 185 new computers 
and 75 renovated computers as well as two 
laser disc players, software programs and 
- othericchnology. Thu new equipment will 
join 330 existing computers. 

Computers have been divided up among 
the schools. Central Elementary School 
received 26 for a total of 105 in the school. 
Jefferson Elementary School received 27 
new computers, for a total of 52. Jerome 
Middle School received 54 and tiie high 
school received 38 computers. 


Party chief: Democrats likely to focus 
on Craig, Ghenoweth in ’96 election

TWIN FALLS - Republican U.S. Sen. 
Larry Craig and GOP First District 
Congressman Helen Chenoweth will face 
vigorous opposition when they run for re- 
election in 1996, the chairman of the Idaho 
Democratic Forty predicted Wednesday. 

But Second District Congressman Mike 
Crapo, R-ldaho, may not have any 
Democratic challengers, according to 
Chairman Bill Mauk. 

"1 don’t think that’s the worst of all situa- 
tions if that's thf case,” Mauk added. 

Crapo,' who is serving his second term in 
Congress, faced Democrat Penny Fletcher 
in 1 994. Crapo won 75 percent of the vote. ' 

This time, Gem Slate Democrats may 
concede the seat to Crapo, while working to 
help elect Boise businessman Walter 
Minnick to the Senate and Boise attorney 
Dan Williams to the House. 

“If wc concentrate on those two (candi- 
dates) I wouldn’t feel too badly about not 
marshalling a candidate against Crapo,” 
Mauk said. 

Former Twin Falls County Republican 


Central Committee Chairman Dave Munroc 
is another Idahoan who won't feel too badly 
if Crapo has no Democratic challenger. 

The shortage of Democratic candidates in 
the Second District shows ihot “(Crapo) is 
doing 0 darned good job,” Munroc said. 

“1 don’t know who would even come 
close to beating him so why would they 
want to waste (he money” on running a los- 
ing campaign, Munroc added. 

During an Interview with The Times- 
News, Mauk denounced Craig os a'"carccr 
politician” and claimed he can be beat. 

“I think (after) 16 years in Congress wc 
have yet to sec Larry Craig do anything of 
major significance on behalf of the people 
of Idaho,” Mauk soid. “The only thing 
Larry Craig’s produced for Idaho is more 
rficloric.” 

“I think the lime is ripe for a non-tradi- 
tional candidate who is not a professional 
politician who is a proven success 'in busi- 
ness and has conservotive economic 
views,” Mauk said. 

And Minnick may be that candidotc, 
Mauk added. 

Munroe' doubts the Democrats con find a 
credible challenger to Craig - let alone beat 


the veteran politician. 

"I don't think Sen. Craig is beatable by 
any Democrat. Sen. Craig docs an outstand- 
ing job: he's right in line with Idahoans," 
Munroc added, 

There won’t be any Democratic resur- 
gence in 1996, he adds. 

“I think all across America right now, 
people arc in step and in tunc with 
Republicans. Democrats are in for a hard, 
haM time,” Munroc said. 

While in Twin Falls, Mnuk also: 

• Predicted Democrats will gain scats in 
the state Senate and state House of 
Representatives in 1996, but will remain, the 
minority pbrty. 

* Said the White House has not written 
off* the Intermountain West and will aggres- 
sively seek Western votes when President 
Clinton seeks a second term. 

‘ Suggested that the president may make 
another stop in Idaho. Clinton stopped 
briefly at the airport in Idaho Falls 
Wednesday, cn route from Jackson Hole, 
Wyo., to Washington, D.C. 

♦ Denounced Sen. Craig for "exercising 
little or no leadership in Congress" on the 
issue of nuclear waste storage.

College chief ’s credentials probed 


IDAHO FALLS (AP) — The 
newly hired president'of the Idaho 
Falls Institute of Arts • and 
Technology confused college board 
members when he told them he got 
his doctorate from the Univchity of 
Berkley. 

They thought Ted Carpenter 
meant the University of California at 
Berkeley, one of the top schools in 
the country. 

His degree actually is from a non- 
accredited correspondence school 
that has been shut down in Illinois 
and is under investigation by the 
Michigan Department of Education. 
Michigan oITieials call it a “diploma 
mill.” 

“I have always been led to believe 
ilmi it was Cal Berkeley,” said Tom 
Setter, chairman of the institute's 
. board of directors. 

Meanwhile, a 1993-94 Utah 
Valley State College catalog, pre- 
pared from job application materials, 
..says Carpenter has a Ph.D. from the 
'University of Idaho in plant science 
' when he actually has a master’s

degree in science. 

Carpenter said he had no idea the 
wrong information was printed in the 
Utah college catalog. ”1 never saw 
that,” he said, “so I'm not responsi- 
ble for it.” 

Carpenter said people often con- 
fuse the University of Berkley with 
the University of California at 
Berkeley. But on Wednesday he said 
he never claimed to hold a doctorate 
from the more notable school. 

Setter said the institute’s board 
may discuss Carpenter’s credentials 
at today’s board meeting. 

The University of Berkley has u 
post ofTicp box In Southfield, Mich., 
which the Michigan Dejiartmcnt of 
Education has been trying to close 


down. The school also lists a 
Chicago telephone number in adver- 
tisements and a Pennsylvania phone 
number in its program catalog. 

“It’s a phony,” said David Hansen, 
with Higher Education Management 
Services at Uie Michigan Education 
Department. ” 

It's a diploma mill.” 

Tlie University of Berkley adver- 
tises its ”CTon-tmdiiional degree pro- 
grams” in the clnssiflcd section of 
USA Today. Carpenter 'safd he saw 
the college advertised in Fortune 
magazine and assumed it was a new 
college and therefore not yet accred- 
ited. 

He enrolled last November or 
December and finished in June. But 


he .said his doctorate represents 20 
years ofwork. 

•Tve been working on a Ph.D. 
part-time, intermittently since 1975,” 
while working in a variety of admin- 
istrative positions, Carpenter said. 

The University of Berkley, ofTilint- 
ed with Tlic Society of God, lias no 
_/e.sidency_rcquircmcntB,. time rcstrjc- . 
tions or entrance tests. Students 
develop their own curriculum and 
pick their own degrees. They auto- 
matically cam 20 credits for “exam- 
ining their life in detail” and ftlling 
out the "lifetime cducation/cxpcricn- 
tial assessment portfolio.” 

- After completing the final “com- 
mensurato ability project,” which 
may take the form of a traditional 
dissertation, a poem or a community 
service project, students round out 
their degree programs by critiquing 
their life, work and final project. 

Fees at the University’ of Berkley 
range from SI, 900 for a bachelor’s 
degree to 53,800 for a complete set 
of undergraduate and graduate 
degrees,

BOISE — Idaho has 7 1 programs geared to the use of firearms, but it 
needs a coordinating council to reduce the number of youngsters killed 
by guns, Attorney General Alan Lance says. 

Lance is calling for an “Idaho 'Vouth Safety and Competitive 
Shooting Spon.s_Cpuncil." 

"Statistically, as our population has grown, so has the number of 
avoidable incidents involving our children,” he said Tuesday. 

From 1980 to 1994, 77 rcsidehts'undcr the age of 20 died as a result 
of accidental firearms discharges. While there were an average 4.5 
deaths per year in the 1980s. an average of 6.4 deaths have occurred in 
the 1990s. Lance said Idaho has 71 programs, courses or groups 
engaged in firearms training and competitive shooting. The council 
would adopt certification standards and background checks for instruc- 
tors and accredit hunter safety courses.

China blasts Americans 
for ‘Cold War thinking’ 


BEIJING (AP) — Relations with 
the United States arc at their worst 
since tics were established in 1979, 
China declared Wednesday.

frenzy by wrongly depicting China 
us belligerent and dangerous. 

"We would like to advise those 
Americans with an anti-China men- 
tality to give up their anachronistic 
way of thinking ... so dial Cold War 
II can be avoided," the official 
Xinhua Nc\ys Agency said in a 
Icngdiy commentary. 

Such commentaries ore issued 
only infrequently and on major top- 
ics, and in some eases are written by 
high-level Communist officials. 

This one was unsigned, and 
Xinhua editors refused to say who 
wrote it. It appeared one day before

GOMA, Zaire (AP) — More than 
133,000 frigliicncd refugees with little 
food or water have fled into the hills 
and countryside to avoid being 
expelled back to their hostile homc- 
• lands, raising fears of new epidemics--- 
and mass starvation. 

"Getting any assistance to them is 
going to be impossible, and we don’t 
know how long they can l.%st out there 
in those conditions," Ron Redmond, a 
spokesman for the U.N. refugee 
agency in Geneva, said Wednesday. 

Most of the fleeing refugees took 
only small amounts of food, and offi- 
cials said their huge numbers would 
quickly contaminate the water supply. 

Yet Zaire said it would continue to 
force the refugees back across the bor- 
der, despite warnings of on epidemic 
similar to that which killed 50,000 
refugees in Gomo lost year.

one shared her ottitude. Imagine the filth, 
the smell, the decline in civic pride, and' 
the inevitable decline in private property 
values.. 

Instead of the occasional fast food 
wrapper plastered against a neatly 
trimmed hedge, there would be thou- 
sands. Parking lots would be strewn with 
cigarette butts from car ashtrays and 
empty pop cans would be more common 
than the state flower.

Some of Idaho's best bowhunt- 
ing for deer occurs in the South 
Hills, where Units 53, 54, 55 and 
56 ore ail good bets. Local elk 
hunters generally head north, 
where success ofien is found in 
Units 43,48, 49 and 50. 

; Overall, this year’s orchery reg- 
ulations list 81 big game units 
.‘Open for deer, 5 1 units for elk, and 
;27 units for antelope. 

Gun hunters in oil of the ante- 
lope units, and many of the deer 
and elk units must have o con- 
IroIIed-hunt permit before they 
head ofleld. Bowhunters, on the

Getting the archery stamp is the

Bowhimting offers 
kinder, gentler hunt

One of my luckier breaks 
wos running into Judy Kovar 
lasrwinttr. KdVar, from tiny, 
flood-ravaged Hardin. 111., has 
become the country's leading 
proponent of ground-blind 
bowhunting. 

I never thought I’d pay much 
attention to that until my damp 
boot slipped from a rain-wet 
metal tree stand ladder last fall. 
With one hand gripping the 
• loddcrand thc other clinging io- 
a branch, I swung out, then 
back, gouging my knee on a 
spiny step of the ladder. 

I hung there by my hands, in 
great pain, then managed to 
climb onto my platform. And I 
hunted thot day and the rest of 
the season, barely casing my 
bulk up and down the tree. 

I'd killed a piece of bone in 
my leg that day, but foolishly 
put off arthroscopic surgery 
until this summer. And now 
that deer season looms in less 
than lli months, my strategies 
have changed. Sure, I'll still be 
using tree stands. 1 love to 
watch deer virtually unob- 
served from 12 feet up. But 
Judy-and my knee-have made 
their points. I'll be building a 
bunch of snug, safe and well-

hidden ground blinds before 
Oct. 1. I’ll probably build, 
enough to make, 1 can play-J 
all the patterns of the deer and 
the wind. 

Kovor’s interest in ground 
blinds was kindled when a tree 
stand collapsed' beneath' her.’ 
while she was hunting'alone:'' 
"Thank goodness I had a safety 
belt on,” she said. "I hung up- 
side down for 20 minutes. 
-Broke three ribs." 

With five Pope & Young 
record-book wbitetailB under 
her belt, Kovor now travels 
70,000 miles a year, either 
teaching hunters to build effec- 
tive ground blinds through in- 
dustry seminars or spreading 
Indian lore to schools. She is 
part-Cheyenne and pushqs the 
nobility of traditional hunting. 

“You’re never going to get a 
bowhunter education class into 
public schools,” Kovar notes. "I 
get into public schools through 
the back door-through history 
or physical education classes. I 
let them touch a buffalo hide, a 
caribou hide, let them feel what 
my ancestors fell. They get to 
see bone needles, deer heads 
and tanned-out hides.” ^

The season nears 


It is time to start planning your 
fall big game hunts. If you drew a 
permit in a prime unit you are proba- 
bly energized and excited about the 
prospects of filling thatjaig game 
tag. Many others, not so lucky, arc 
going to Plan B for a fall big game 
hunt, or have no plan at all. 

•But-can ah open-unit .hunt match . 
the quality and opportunity of a con- 
trolled hunt? How much docs draw- 
ing a controlled hunt permit actually 
have to do with a quality and memo- 
rable hunting season? 

Perhaps more than it should. If the 
quantity of game available is the 
only criterion to be used for defining 
a great hunt, then controlled hunt ar- 
eas may have the advantage. But 
even on that criterion, some open ar- 
eas afford similar or even better 
numbers. Furthermore, numbers 
have never guaranteed success, 
though admittedly tliey don't hurt. 

Ease of access is another advan- 
tage of some of the controlled hunts, 
but often easy hunter access distracts 
from the quality of a particular hunt 
• area by allowing large numbers of 
hunters into the most preferred 
spots. If a quality hunt is not just 
based on game population or per- 
centage of success, then most of the 
other ingredients which go into a 
satisfying fall hunt arc controlled by 
the hunter, not the area hunted. For 
most hunters, a hunt consists of 
much more than the moment in time 
. when the trigger is pulled. In fact, 
that is when thc^fun ends and the 
work actually begins on a big game 
hunt. 

The hunt might begin all the way 
back with the purchase of a new rifle 
or the "working-up” of a new load. 
It might begin with the order placed 
for a new pair of hunting boots. At 
some point comes the planning and 
eventually the pre-hunt preparation 
with all the anticipation and intensi- 
ty of a big ball game. 

The real hunt is composed of the

rnany Mpccts of a hunt, but also the 
scencty, the mountain air, the camp- 
ing. the hiking, and the companion- 
ship of fellow enthusiasts. None of 
these factors arc affected by whether 
the area being hunted is a controlled 
or open hunt. But the individual 
docs control whether these compo- 
nents of a great hunt are included or 
not. 

I've seen hunters take a perfect 
hunting experience, days of camping 
and hunting in spectacular country, 
and ruin it for themselves - and of- 
ten their companions - because the 
game they expected or wanted was 
not found, or ^ey missed a shot they 
felt they should have made. As tlicy 
headed for home at the hunt’s end, 
all they remembered or carried away 
were the feelings of failure and dis- 
appointment. 

These hunter reactions seem to be 
even more intense when they occur 
in a controlled hunt area where bag- 
ging an animal is expected; The 
pressure of a oncc-in-a-life-timc 
hunt takes away the ability to enjoy 
the hunt. The quality of the experi- 
mce is governed by the hunters, not 
the game. If actually bagging an ani- 
mal is only a small part of hunting, 
you enable yourself to have exciting, 
memorable hunts every fall. 

If "success” is all tliat will make a 
quality hunt, then you have set your- 
self up for many long unhappy hours 
in the field and many unfulfilled fall 
hunts. Permit winner or not, make 
sure you allow yourself to have an 
enjoyable hunting season.

Kovar teaches hunters to be more 
invisible in the woods. Since she be- 
lieves that ground-blind hunting is 
nearly twice as difilcult as hunting 
from tree stands, she has evolved 
several unique steps. 

Smart planning is essential. You 
just don't toss together ground 
blinds anywhcrc-or rip them out and 
move thern'edslly at will. 

The trick is first-closs scouting. 
Kovar searches for active deer padu 
into rows of com, then sets up either 
Nvithin'ibe com or at the mouth of 
the woodland path where prevailing 
winds might not give away her hu- 
man scent. 

She uses bundles of. brush, dead 
limbs and even fence posts to create 
a frontal barrier, then constructs a 
blending background. “Even a great 
ground blind doesn’t work if the 
,sun> at your back," she notes. 
"Deer sec your silhouette or shadow. 
In thot case, you have to use a dou- 
ble thickness of blind material or 
one with a rubber backing." 

-The painted burlap that hunters 
can buy in storc^.musi not be hauled 
directly into the field. Sniff it fresh 
from the package and you’ll know 
why deer become suddenly shy of 
the acrid, foreign scent of fresh 
burlop and paint. 

“I soak my blind material in a 
quart of Scent Shield at least a day 
before I take it into the field,” Kovar 
advises. 

Kovar has found that using a de- 
coy to dupe deer into thinking the 
field is safe increases her chances of 
hoving a shot by 75 percent. Place 
the decoy 1 5 to 20 yards in front of 
the blind. Above all, do not face it 
toward the blind. “That’s the first 
place a deer will look,” Kovar says. 

One of her construction tricks is to 
find a “huge dead piece of tree root 
to tie down llic bottom of the blind. 
You cnnlt have onything flapping.” 

If the blind is tight and wcll- 
scrccncd, the hunter can relax upon 
a bucket or campstool until it’s time 
to rise slowly for a shot. “If you 
build your blind right, you con hunt 


in blue jeons, because your lower 
half never will be seen,” Kovar says. 
"You can rattle antlers without dis- 
closing any movement of your 
harids.” 

Cover scents play a cnieiol role in 
Kovar’s hums. She now sprays her 
pariis legs and gloves with bottled 
fawn urine. She believes this will be 
the coming rage bccausc-unlikc 
buck and doc sccnis-it offers no 
threats to anyone. 

“Hunters have used skunk and fox 
cover scents to the point where some 
deer now associate them with hu- 
mans,” she says. "Now everyone has 
turned to raccoon urine. I’ll bet 99 
percent use raccoon urine. It won’t 
.be iong.bcfore deer associate. that _ 
with hunters. I’d say fawn urine is 
two years down the road.” 

About a week bcforc.tiic rut, Ko- 
var docs employ more provocative 
scents. She’ll build false scrapes and 
locc them with doc-in-hcal. She'll 
hang frcczc-dricd tarsal glands of 
bucks from branches. '"That’s when 
you want to make a buck mad by 
thinking you're trying to steal his 
ladies from him,” Kovar said. 

But, she added, (hal'.s also the 
time when a territorial buck will 
stand his ground, and even charge 
the perceived intruder. She once 
dropped a stubborn trophy buck at 7 
yards. "He was not about to leave 
the area. He whirled as if to charge 
when I shot him. I'think he thought * 
the arrow was an antler." 

Like most acclaimed hunters, Ko- 
var is willing to pay an unusual 
price. "There have been times when 
I’ve set up at midnight to beat a noc- 
turnal buck into the area,” she con- 
fessed. 

- Well, I’m not sure I’ll be padding 
out there at midnight, but you never 
know. A brother gave me a nice 
hammock for Christmas. Now if 1 
edn float a loan to buy a vat of Scent 
Shield just to soak it, I might try 
camping in one of my cushicr 
blin^.

Surfers take to the wind 


HOOD RIVER, Ore. (AP) — First, 
there is the wind. 

It is born in Washington’s and 
Oregon's eastern deserts, where sum- 
mertime thermals suck marine air, 
making a natunil wind tunnel through 
the Columbia River Gorge. The west*, 
crly breeze grows into a stifT wind by 
the lime it reaches Hood River. 

When gorge gusts make contact 
with the.monofilm.and Dacron sail of 
a sailboard, the fun begins. 

And so do the growing pains for 
Hood River, which has setn windsurf- 
ing become both an economic savior 
and a community irritant. . 

The sport is the heart of a growing 
tourist industry and has changed the 
face of downtown Hood River. As 
more than 200 windsurfers gather for 
the U.S. Windsurfing Association 
National-Champion-ships this wwik in 
the gorgc,‘ the old and new of Hood 
River have learned to live together. 

"I think overall it’s been smootli,” 
said.Iina Q;.Bnniqii,_cx_ecutjvc d|rM- 
tor of the River Valley Chamber 
of Commerce. "There are some rough 
spots every once in a while, trying to 
get the two areas to coexist.” 

The two areas arc the windsurfers, 
who began Hocking to Hood River 
about 10 years ago for the dependable 
and often spectacular Columbia Gorge 
winds, and a town that had depended 
on agriculture and timber for decades. 

Some longtime residents blame tlic 
windsurfers for driving up property 
values, forcing natives to move to less 
expensive properties outside of town. 
And no one disagrees that vans and 
four-wheel drive vehicles carrying 
boards stacked like lumber clog Hood 
River’s main thoroughfare, especially 
on summer weekends. 

Windsurfers in turn say some of the 
town’s old-timers don’t appreciate a 
clean, low-impact industry when they 
see it. 

"This is one of the best venues in 
North America,” said professional 
windsurfer Tom Pace, who lives on 
Maui, Hawaii, another windsurfing 
mecca. "The big buzzwords are ‘U.S. 
mainland,’ ‘wind,’ ‘inexpensive’ and 
really friendly people. 

"This was a sleepy little communi- 
ty," he said. "People come in with a 
way to revitalize it." 

Mayor Bob Palmer doesn't dis- 
agree. 

"I can remember walking on 
Oak Street on a Saturday or a Sunday, 
and I could have fired o shotgun up 
there and not hit anything,” the former 
city fire marshol said. “Now I can 
drive through town and see the vibrant 
business going on." 

Walk up Oak Street today, and 
storefronts tell the story of economic 
change.

Elanning, equipment 
imperil friendly skies 

Nation’s air traffic control systems struggle 
with failing machinery, ponderous bureaucracy

Fopr times this year, tlic phrase “NOT 
UPDATING RADAR AND TIME" has 
flashed across radar screens at the FAA's 
air trafllc control center in Ciiicago. 

Then, just as suddenly, symbols for 
hundreds of planes carrying thousands of 
lives to family, vacations and business 
have wavered and vanished. 

"Tlicrc’s no way to relate to what hap- 
pens next,” says Ken KJugc, a controller 
at the Aurora, III., facility. “It’s total 
chaos. The minute the computer flops, 
your heart jumps into overdrive.” 

Such failures have become common to 
' the nation’s frayed air trafllc control sys- 
tem. The network has experienced 21 
radar foilurcs since April, caused mostly 
by computer breakdowns and other 
equipment malfunctions. The New York 
center alone has had llirco failures. 

TTie breakdowns have not resulted in 
any crashes. But controllers have been 
forced to rely on backup systems that 
aren’t as sophisticated. And in some cas- 
es, they have lost all radio contact with 
planes in tire air. 

The immediate problem is aging com- 
puters, some of wiifch have 1950s vacu- 
um-tube tcchnolo^. Maintenance on key 
computers is delayed for fear of damog- 
ing crutpbling components for which 
there arc no replacements. 

“We’re cannibalizing everything wc 
have,” says Robert Valonc, the director 
of Uie Federal Aviotion Administration's 
OfTicc of Air Tronic Systems Develop- 
ment. “The technicians prefer not to 
tou^h the equipment for fear something 
will break.” 

— But the blame goes deeper. -Tlicse geri- 
atric computers were to hove earned re- 


tirement two years ogo, rcpioced with a 
state-of-the-art system. 

Burcaucititic indecision, long procure- 
ment delays and the hugely complex soft- 
ware involved forced FAA ofilcials to 
scrap the original plans in favor of a sim- 
pler system that won’t be in place until 
next decade. ■ 

The original price tag of SI2 billion 
has tripled to $37 billion, including tem- 
porary fixes and the cost of developing 
the system that was eventually junked. 
Tire 10 years estimated to change tire sys- 
tem has doubled to 20. 

Bob Levin, an assistant director ut 
Congress’ General Accounting Office^ 
calls it "a disaster and a disgrace.” 

"The implications are substantial. 
You're seeing them every time wc huve 
an outogc that would have been prevent- 
ed had the system been replaced as 
scheduled,” Levin says. 

No quick fixes are in sight Fivc.kt^ 
corrtrol craters will have to nurse old 
computers another two yer^. 

Until then costly and dangerous fail- 
ures will plague air travelers as con- 
trollers struggle with a system held to- 
gether by electronic Band-Aids. 

“It’s like going down the highway 
knowing your steering wheel could come 
off at any time," says Mark-ScholK u 
Chicago air traffic controller and local 
president of the Notional Air Traffic Con- 
tioUcrs Association. 

The past four months have been a 
nightmare of glitches and shutdowns 
around the nation’s systcm'of 350 region- 
al and local traffic control facililics:

"You’re right about the ruff," 
conceded North, "but you should 
have timed the play better to 
make the game." 

South won his club king and led 
the trump queen, hoping for a 
cotter. When West played low, 
.South played dummy's ace and 
led another heart, desperately try- 
ing to avoid a club ruff. It didn’t 
work. East won the king and led a 
club and West got his club ruff. 
Later, South had to start the dia- 
mond suit himself and there was 
no escape.' He lost' two diamond' 
tricks and the game went one 
down. 

"I had a slight additional 
chance after the ruff," observed 
South. “However, the chance dis- 
appeared when the diamond suit 
was not friendly.” 

There, was one opportunity 
South overlooked, one that would 
have forced West to pay a price 
, for getting his ruff. Before playing 
-trumps. South should have 
leashed his high spades. He then 
rcashes the trump ace and surren- 
iders a trick to East’s trump king. 
:East leads a club for West to ruff, 
but what can West do? If he leads 
a spade. South epjoys a ruff and 
sluff. And if he leads a diamond. 
South escapes with only one loser 
in the suit.
